East Berlin Youth Giv­ 
en Hearing on Charge 
Of Shooting Three 
Persons. 


SAYS HE FIRED 
TO Si ARK BOYS 


After hearing the testimony of 
‘even witnesses and the defendant. 
Justice of the Peace R. M Stralev. 
New Oxford announced Friday eve­ 
ning that he would hold under ad­ 
visement for ten days the case of 
Melvin 
Duttera, 
17-year-old

Berlin errand boy, charged with as­ 
sault and battery. 
The charge against Duttera liad 
been laid Tuesday evening by Or­ 
ville J. Zeigler, an East Berlin butch­ 
er, who asserted that shot from a 
gun in Dutteras hands, fired "into 
to frighten school boy an­ 
tagonists, had struck him and two 
of his children as they were walking 
toward their homes, near the Dut­ 
tera residence, about 8 o’clock Tues­ 
day evening. 
Orville Zeigler, the prosecutor, was 
the first witness called.

a baseball diamond near tne Dut­ 
tera barn when he hoard the re­ 
port of a gun and was struck in the 
neck by one pellet while another 
glazed his right eyelid. 
Heard Threats

home and accused Melvin of firing 
the shot and testified that Duttera 
admitted it to him at that time.

Tile jurist, who with five others of 
the high com l ruled the new deal 
crop control plan unconstitutional, 
made it. plain th at his refusal of 
benefit paym ent checks w*as not in­ 
tended as an example for anyone 
else,

"I’m not saying I will and I ’m not 
saying I won't.

He was curious as to why his pre­

Gettysburg s New Parking Rules and Regulations 


W ill Be Enforced Starting Saturday, April 18 


Parking Is Permitted: 
Upon any borough street, t xcept- 
ing center square and where angle 
parking is specified, with either of 
the right wheels of the vehicle w ith­ 
in twelve inches of tilt* curb and not 
closer th an two feet of another 
standing vehicle, 
On the west side of Baltimore 
street from center square to High 
street; the north side of Chambers­ 
burg street from center square to 
Franklin street; the east side of 
Carlisle street from center square to 
Wate r street, or the south side of 
York street from center square to 
Liberty street at an angle of approxi­ 
m ately forty-five degrees and with 
right front wheels within twelve 
inches of the curb for a period of 
tw enty-four hours. 
On the east side of Baltimore 
street from center square to High 
street; on the south Bidi of Cliam - 
bersburg street from center square 
to Franklin street; on the west side 
of Carlisle street from center square 
to W ater street, or on tho north side 
of York street from center square to 
Liberty street for thirty minutes, 
On center square for a period of 
thirty m inutes. 
On any borough street for a pe­ 
riod of twenty-four hours, exe opt 
where thirty-m inute parking lim it 
is specified. 


Parking Is Prohibited: 


No double 
parkins 
on 
center 
square or any other street in th* 
borough. 


On any sidewalk or alley in the 
borough. 


Of any unused or abandoned ve­ 
hicle on any street for more than 
five hours. An (mused vehicle is de- 
t eribed as one without license plates 
for tile then current year, or left 
standing until repairs can be made, 
or being offered for sale. 
Any ve­ 
hicle left standing on a street for 
twenty-four hours or longer shall be 
deemed to be an abandoned vehicle. 


W ithin a space providing for en­ 
trance to church, hotel, theater, phy­ 
sician’s office, or filling station and 
marked properly. 


W ithin a space reserved for police 
cars. 


W ithin the space between traffic 
lights marking an intersection, nor 
alongside any red line m arking a 
distance of twenty-five feet or less 
from a street intersection or a dis­ 
tance of fifteen feet from a fire hy­ 
drant. 


W ithin a space reserved because 
of a parade, exhibition or any spe­ 
cial event or emergency and proper­ 
ly marked for such. 


Penalty 
Any person violating the provisions of the ordinance shall, upon con­ 
viction before the Burgess or Justice of the Peace, be sentenced to pay a 
fine of from one to ten dollars and costs of prosecution; and, in default 
of the payment thereof shall undergo imprisonment for not more than 
ten days.
